SHANGHAI, Nov. 7.—A Japa- 
nese column crossed the, Whang- 
poo river today near Sungkiang, 
22 miles southwest of here, in a 
drive which threatened to envelop 
or isolate all Chinese armies in 
the Shanghai area, 

This column was the vanguard 
of a Japanese force estimated at 
25,000 which landed Friday on the 
sea coast south of Shanghai and 
has driven steadily northward. A 
rice ferry just south of Sungkiang 


afforded means of crossing. 
Defense Keypoint. 

The Japanese announced they 
were preparing to attack Sungki- 
ang, keypoint in the Chinese de- 
fense system. General Chang Fah- 
kwei, “Ironsides” commander of 
Chinese forces in the Shanghai 
area, was said to be rushing his 
best troops toward Sungkiang, 
practically denuding Pootung, just 
across the Whangpoo from Shang- 
hai’s famous Bund. 

Only small forces to fight rear- 
guard actions were believed left 
in Pootung, once rich industrial 
and farming area which the Chi- 
nese have held since the beginning 
of the battle for Shanghai and 
which has formed one of the 
thorhiest problems for the Japa- 
nese strategists. Chinese batteries 
there have blasted constantly at 
the Japanese naval flotilla on the 
river. 

Perils Communications. 

Japan’s Sunkiang thrust threat- 
ened all communications between 
the Chinese forces still holding po- 
sitions in Shanghai’s fringes with 
important bases to the southeast, 
notably Hangchow, capital of Che- 
kiang province.

Industrial Production Now Second Only to That of Ameri- } 


ca, Russia Reports; Marshal Voroshilov Hurls 
Challenge to Forces of Fascism.

MOSCOW, Nov. 7.—The Soviet 
masses marched through Red 
Square today 2,000,000 strong, 
shouting their adulation of Joseph 
V. Stalin, who stood atop the crim- 
son tomb of Lenin surveying the 
pageant of triumph on the 20th 
anniversary of the Russian revolu- 
tion. 

It was the most jubilant cele- 
bration in the history of the new 
Russia—an experiment born in 
bloodshed which few believed 
could survive but which has 
moulded 160,000,000 people and 
more than a sixth of the world’s 
surface into a challenging political 
system. 

Emphasis was placed on the ac- 
complishments of the second five- 
year plan which, by Russian sta- 
tistics, already has put Soviet in- 
dustrial production second only to 
that of the United States. 

But behind the lusty singing of 
the “Internationale” by the 


“marching masses was the rumble 


of the Russian war machine, the 
largest in the world, and a defiant 
challenge to Fascism which is or- 
ganizing a world alliance to stem 
the spread of Communism. 

Into Red Square at noon gal- 
loped Klementi E. Voroshilov, 
commissar of defense, up to the 
monolithic tomb of Lenin. 

His right hand went up in a stiff 
salute to Stalin. Thousands of 
bayonets gleamed in the sun. 

Voroshilov, in a speech carried 
by radio throughout the far-flung 
Soviet republics, hurled a_ chal- 
lenge to the forces of Fascism. 

“Our army exists not for attack, 
but if we are attacked we shall 
answer with an offensive never 
seen in the history of the world,” 
he shouted. 

The usually stern-faced Stalin 
smiled upon his commissar of war. 

Voroshilov spoke of the purge of 
Russia’s “enemies of the state” that 
has taken close to 1,300 lives in 
the last 15 months.

Rivers, of Georgia. Governor Riv- 
ers was born and reared in this 
section of Arkansas. 

Mrs. Kelly received the officers 
at her home today, posted $500 
appearance bond there and waived 
preliminary hearing.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—(UP)

to the regular session in January.

RUSSIA MAY BLOCK 
CHINA PEACE TALKS, 


Japanese Held Reluctant to 
Deal With Pact Non- 
Signatories. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 7.—(4)—The 
presence of Soviet Russia at the 
Brussels conference on the Chi- 
nese-Japanese conflict loomed to- 
day as a likely barrier to peace 
talks between the conference and 
Japan. 

Authoritative Japanese circles 
said they believe Japan was ready 
to exchange information concern- 
ing the conflict in China with sig- 
natories of the nine-power treaty 
of 1922—under which the Brussels 
conference was called—but not 
with nonsignatories like Russia. 

The Japanese admitted their ob- 
ligation under Article 7 of the 
treaty which calls for “full and 
frank” communication between the 
contracting powers in event of a 
crisis affecting China. The treaty 
pledged its signatories to respect 
the territorial and administrative 
integrity of China. 

Japan, a signatory, declined to 
attend the Brussels meeting, which 
yesterday sent her a note asking 
whether she would name envoys 
to discuss the Far Eastern conflict 
with representatives of “a smaller 
number of powers” than the 19 
taking part in the conference. 

Russia and Germany, nonsigna- 
tories of the 1922 pact, were in- 
vited to Brussels because of their 
Far Eastern interests. Russia ac- 
cepted; Germany declined. 

Japanese authorities here de- 
clared, however, that a _ willing- 
ness to discuss the crisis did not 
mean readiness to accept media- 
tion of other nine-power signa- 
tories in the conflict, which Japan 
believes should be settled only by 
direct Chinese-Japanese negotia- 
tions.

Ducks have 
been quoted at 21 cents and geese 
at 20 cents compared with 19 and 
13 to 16 cents, respectively, a yea) 
ago. Live turkeys have been priced 
at 16 to 22 cents compared with 
16 to 19 cents a year ago. Two 
years ago, best dressed turkeys 
were quoted up to 27 cents at this 
time. 

Last year when the supply was

—Wilmington, N. C., Charleston, 


Ga., Jacksonville, Fort Pierce, Port 
Everglades, Miami and Tampa, 


Florida. 
New Contract. 

The union and the shippers con- 
summated a contract to replace 
one which had expired September 
30, and ended a strike and a later 
truce which had resulted in ship- 
ping being suspended in the ports. 

The contract covers all dock la- 
borers, longshoremen, warehouse- 
employes, checkers and others. 

Terms of the contract were not 
revealed, but it was reported re- 
liably that the union gained an 
eight-hour day and part of the 
Wage increase which it had de- 
manded. Wages varied slightly 
in the nine ports for the union’s 
8,000 members, mostly negroes. 

Savannahans Boosted. 

Savannah stevedores were said 
to have received an increase of 5 
cents an hour for dock workers 
and 8 cents an hour’ for longshore- 
men who board vessels for regular 
time and 12 cents an: hour over- 
time for both. 

Previously, ILA had gained a 
scale of 85 cents an hour regular 
and $1.20 an hour overtime for 
all Texas ports and Lake Charles, 
La.

tion, soil-building, seed selection, etc., over a 
period of years—during which farm subsidy 
must continue in decreasing amount from year 
to year, until ‘cotton growing is self-sustained. 

Hidden in the present high costs of growing 
cotton, The Journal points out, are one-crop 
farming, farm ignorance and the tariff, which 
not only forces the cotton farmer to buy in a 
high protected market and to sell in a free- 
trade world market, but also cripples the power 
of his foreign customer to pay for American 
cotton, by setting up tariff barriers against 
that customer’s products which he would sell 
in this country. Thus the foreign customer is 
unable to establish a credit balance with which 
to pay for the cotton. 


The Dallas paper draws an interesting pic- 
ture of cotton farming in the future when it 
discusses problems which will have to be met 
if the cost of cotton production is reduced. So 
extensive are these problems that, admittedly, 
they cannot be solved in one year or five years. 
It may be necessary to plan a 10-year co-ordi- 
nated attack, by government, growers and cot- 
ton interests generally, if a final answer is 
worked out. 


Among the readjustments which must 
eventually come, The Journal lists: 

It will throw out of jobs inefficient cotton 
farmers who must grow other crops or quit 
farming for an altogether different calling. 

It will call for soil-building and seed selec- 
tion and cultivation on an unprecedented scale. 

It may require so revolutionary an invention 
as a round-bale gin-combine to gather the crop 
and turn it out in 250-pound bales in the field, 
so as to reduce harvesting costs to a minimum. 

It will demand a scale of technical experi- 
mentation and guidance similar to that which 
enables Italy to grow 120 bushels of. wheat per 
acre on her mountainside fields. 

It will necessitate intensive study of insect 
and fungus control and perhaps more elaborate 
localization of weather prediction. 

It will practically compel community co- 
operation in matters of suiting seed and meth- 
ods to local soil and textile demand. 

It is a revolutionary picture of cotton farm- 
ing, but one which may reasonably become 
fact, that The Journal draws. 


EARLY EUROPEAN WAR UNLIKELY 

Major General James G. Harbord, returning 
Jast week from France, expressed the view that 
war in Europe is today not more than a remote 
possibility. He anticipates an armed peace for 
the next four or five years at least, unless un- 
forseen developments precipitate a new crisis. 

That war is certain, eventually, is the opin- 
ion of statesmen, military leaders and business- 
men, General Harbord said, but no nation is 
prepared at the present time to force a conflict. 

In France, recent elections have shown that 
the people do not sympathize with aggressive 
tactics in the Spanish situation. This is a 
change in public viewpoint in that country, 
which strengthens the hand of the advocates 
of peace. 

Germany is not yet prepared to wage suc- 
cessful war, Italy still realizes she can gain 


' more by bluff than by actual fighting and Eng- 


land will avoid, by almost any means, any resort 
to arms, at least until her defensive armament 
program is complete. 

Internal conditions in England and France, 
says General Harbord, are definitely improving. 
France is attacking her labor problems with 
typical French intensity and a solution -.of the 
labor difficulties there is within sight. 

In England the rearmament program has 
brought higher taxes and upheld the high cost 
of living, but it has united all classes of society 
in a common purpose and, as General Harbord 
Says, “Englishmen are always happier when

The inevitable result of such conditions is 
already being seen. Trans-Atlantic passengers 
are refusing to book passage on American ships. 
They are turning to the lines operated by other 
nations, knowing that there they will avoid the 
conditions which make travel beneath the 
Stars and Stripes unsafe. 

Such conditions will result in the rapid dis- 
appearance of the American merchant marine. 
Which means that American goods, sold in 
other nations, will have to be transported in 
foreign-owned and _ foreign-operated ships. 
Thus America’s entire export trade will be at 
the mercy of her foreign rivals. 

The iniquitous high tariff, which keeps for- 
eign goods from these shores, has imposed a 
tremendous handicap upon American export- 
ers already. If there were no American bot- 
toms in which to carry American cargoes, the 
export trade from this country would be fur- 
ther handicaped. ‘ 

Foreign ships could then levy whatever 
charges they wished for carrying American 
goods. They would, in the natural course of 
events, favor the goods exported by their own 
countries. At least the cream, if not all of the 
business, of every foreign market in the world 
will be taken before the American exporter’s 
goods arrive. 

In French Indo-China today, it is stated, 
goods of French origin are given every prefer- 
ence. When an American cargo, or that of any 
other nation except France, arrives in port, rail- 
road freight rates are hiked on the French- 
owned railways for the day on which the cargo 
must be shipped. When French goods arrive, 
rates take a suspicious drop. 

America must scotch at once such things as 
the Algic incident. And there must be prompt 
and firm steps to end the conditions existing 
today on a large number of American-owned 
vessels. The historic dicipline of the seas must 
be restored in full.

THE NEGLECTED PERSIMMON 


(From the Memphis Commercial Appeal.) 

No painter’s brush can describe the color and 
the beauty of the fields and the woods at this 
a of the year. They are something quite 
apart. 


But it is not mere color, not mere beauty, that 
lures us. Nor is it the tang of the air that urges 
us on, the freshness which makes us forget the 
long simmering summer, the keenness which 
braces us against the approach of winter. 


More seductive than all else is the fact that 
it is the season when possums and persimmons 
hold full sway. All pity for the poor soul who 
has never tasted the delights of a possum hunt, 
with a big log fire and a band of congenial spirits. 

In fact, we doubt whether the persimmon has 
ever been fully appreciated. Most of us recall it 
as a thing that puckers our lips, when, in truth, 
if there is a choicer fruit or one more inviting 
to the taste, we would like to know of it. 


The real flavor of the persimmon is not de- 
veloped until a good frost or even an early freeze, 
but in this section freezes often come late, with 
the result that birds and possums, less discrim- 
inating than we, gobble the crop up before it 
reaches its fullness. 

We of this generation have developed our 
tastes far beyond the persimmon. Yet some of 
the old cook books have récipes which provide 
for its use in preserves, butters and pies. It is 
gratifying to know that some of the home dem- 
onstration agents, especially in the Ozark hills, 
Where frost comes early and the persimmon is 
plentiful, are utilizing the fruit in puddings and 
cakes, 

So appreciative are many of the Ozark people 
of the persimmon that it has been called the 
Arkansas date. Connoisseurs readily testify that 
when persimmons are placed in a mold where 
moderate pressure can be exerted, they are pre- 
served in their own sugar and pressed into cakes 
similar to dates. They testify also that there is 
not much difference in the flavor. 

No lure of the woods or field is greater than 
that of the pink and red frosted fruit. No sport 
of the fall is more inviting than a possum hunt. 
And there is something more that the persimmon 
can lay claim to. It-has no blight or rot, and 
no early frosts nip the blossoms in the spring. 
Years of neglect by those who should appreciate 
it more have given it an immunity which its hard 
tight for existence has honestly earned.

Floridian To Blast, Seek 
Drastic Changes at 
Meeting Saturday. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Nov. 7.— 
(UP)—J. B. Lemon, who will rep- 
resent Florida at the Amateur 
Athletic Union’s national conven- 
tion in Boston Saturday, charged 
tonight that the A. A. U. is “mak- 
ing liars and cheats of our young- 
er athletes.” 

In a report he will submit as 
chairman of the national play- 
ground committee, Lemon blamed 
the A. A, U.’s definition of an 
amateur athlete, which he termed 
“outmoded” and _ said should be 
revised. 

Lemon, long a vigorous expon- 
ent of a liberalized and “honest” 
code for amateur athletics, urged 
that the “Simon-pure” rule be 
given a broader interpretation “so 
as to gain back the respect of the 
press and the sports leaders of the 
country.” 

NEW GROUP SEEN. 

He warned that if the A. A. U. 
does not take action soon, it wil! 
give rise to a new organization 
“that will foster amateur sports 
and thet will enforce reasonable 
amateur rules and regulations.” 

The present A. A. U. definition 
‘of an amateur is “one who engages 
in sport solely for the pleasure and 
physical, mental or social benefits 
he derives therefrom and to whom 
sport is nothing more than an avo- 
cation.” 

“It is a known fact,” Lemon 
said, “that there are only a few 
athletes in the country today that 
could qualify under the definition 
of an amateur as_ the rule now 
reads.” 

WOULD AID COACHES. 

The principal rule change he 
proposed would permit athletes 
who earn a livelihood in one sport 
to participate as an amateur in 
' Other sports. This change partic- 
ularly would benefit coaches, who 
he called “the best leaders in 
amateur sports.” 

Another rule revision he offered 
would make athletes, working as 
‘lifeguards, camp counselors or 
playground attendants, eligible for 
amateur competition 30 days after 
abandoning such employment. The 
present rule says 90 days must 
elapse before reinstatement, which 
“Lemon termed “unfair.” 

Lemon said he polled sports 
leaders throughout the nation re- 
garding the revisions he proposed 
and received promises of strong 
support at the convention.

Foreign ‘Hot Money’ 


Heading Back Home || 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—() 
The Federal Reserve Board vir- 
tually acquitted foreign “hot 
money” today of responsibility 
for the recent stock market de- 


clines. 

Discussing the fact that large 
sums of foreign funds have gone 
home since the middle of Sep- 
tember, the board said in its 
monthly bulletin: “Purchases 
and sales of American securities 
by foreigners played little part 
in the movement.” 

Much of the outward flow was 
attributed to the repatriation of 
French capital. 

The money going home, since 
it is not coming out of the stock 
market, apparently is coming 
primarily from bank deposits. 

“Hot” money is described as 
money which is transferred on 
a temporary basis and is likely 
to be withdrawn suddenly. The 
amount of “hot” money is indi- 
cated by the fact that $1,500,- 
000,000 worth of gold was ship- 
ped to this country since Janu- 
ary l. 

The current of gold to the 
United States from Europe has 
stopped and gold now coming 
here is primarily from Japan 
and Canada.

PEACE TALKS TODAY 


Business Slump and Rank- 
and-File Demands Spur 
Conferees. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—(UP) 
Business recession and vigorous 
demands for peace from rank- 
and-file workers tonight spurred 
peace-makers in the American 
Federation of Labor and the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
in their quest for a truce in labor’s 
two-year internal war. 

The 13 negotiators from the CIO 
and the three from the AFL will 
resume conferences tomorrow aft- 
ernoon. The only remaining ob- 
stacle to an armistice is the ear- 
marking of industries in which the 
rival organizations will have full 
organizational sway. 

It is essential that an agreement 
be reached on this phase of the 
controversy before a permanent 
truce is agreed to, because the 
terms of the armistice authorize 
both organizations to initiate vig- 
orous union drives among the un- 
organized in all industries.

HEALTH TALKS

INBREEDING AND CROSS- 
BREEDING. 

Marriage of near-of-kin is for- 
bidden by nearly all peoples, civil- 
ized or uncivilized. Only in ancient 
Egypt and Peru was marriage of 
brother and sister sanctioned in 
the royal families, because of a 
belief that the royal family were 
a superior rece and outside of it 
there were no suitable mates to 
be found. 

In animal husbandry some such 
consideration, that is, a desire to 
perpetuate superior qualities of se- 
lected stock, favors inbreeding, 
that is, the mating of closely re- 
lated individuals. But the closest 
possible inbreeding is the natural 
way of reproduction among many 
plants; this is known as self-joli- 
nation, in which the egg cells of 
the plant are fertilized by pollen 
cells produced by the same indi- 
vidual. Self-fertilization or her- 
maphroditic reproduction occurs 
in some animal parasites and 
fishes. 

Common peas, wheat, oats and 
most other cereals are naturally 
self-fertilizing, and most plants 
thrive best that way. Maize or 
Indian corn, however, seems to de- 
cline in size and vigor if left to 
self-pollination indefinitely; but 
racial vigor and size may be fully 
restored by a cross breeding—fer- 
tilization of corn by pollen from a 
plant (obtained by self-fertiliza- 
tion) of distant kin. 

Animal experiments indicate 
that close inbreeding has no ill 
effects in the earlier generations 
but if continued through a long 
line eventually brings degenera- 
tion. A steady decline both in fer- 
tility and in size and vigor or vi- 
tality finally terminates the ex- 
periment. In animal economy it is 
generally recognized as essential 
to add new blood to the strain or 
family at not too great intervals 
to prevent this decline in size, 
vigor and reproductive capacity. 

There is no ground for the no- 
tion that monstrosities or @efec- 
tive children result from the mat- 
ing of closely related individuals. 
Of course if there is any inherent 
trait in the family, the marriage 
of first cousins, for example, 
would increase by 100 per cent 
the chance of transmitting the 
trait to offspring. 

Because of the universal prohi- 
bition of close intermarriage it is 
difficult to learn what would be 
the ultimate effect of close in- 
breeding for many generations of 
man—beginning with normal in- 
dividuals. Something of the sort 
occurred on Pitcairn island, where 
ten sailors, deserters from the 
Bounty, established themselves, 
with six native men and 12 native 
women. After 20 years the sole 
survivors of this party, on an 
island one mile wide, two miles 
long, were one Englishman and 
eight or nine women and their 
children. After 67 years the popu- 
lation of the island had increased 
to 200—and it began to be crowd- 
ed. Then the British government 
granted their petition and remov- 
ed them to Norfolk island where 
they might have more room. Fifty 
years later the population of Nor- 
folk island was 870, mostly de- 
scendants of the Pitcairn islanders. 
Some of them later voluntarily 
returned to Pitcairn. In all per- 
haps a thousand persons, out of a 
cross between English men and 
Tahitian women and close in- 
breeding among their children. So 
far as the experiment went the 
results were excellent biologically 


and sociologically.

A Lesson in the Use of 
Skin Tonics and Astringents 
By LILLIAN MAE. 


A great many women do not 
understand the difference between 
skin tonics and astringents, though 
these are very important items in 
the basic beauty treatment. 

Facial cleansing is never com- 
plete—whether via cream or soap 
and water method—without one 
of these products. You wouldn’t 
wash your hose or undies and fail 
to completely rinse out the soap, 
would you? And yet, when you 
omit the use of a facial tonic or 
astringent, you do just that to 
your complexion. A good cleansing 
cream seeps deep down into the 
pores, and though you may use 
several tissues, you can’t get all 
that cream and the dirt which ad- 
heres to it completely out of the 
pores without a tonic or freshener, 
any more than you can complete 
your lingerie wash without proper 
rinsing. 7 

Skin tonics have a slight alco- 
holic base, some perfume, occa- 
sionally an herbal content, and 
distilled water. Their purpose is 
to cause the face to seem better 
cleansed and more alive, and to 
close the cleansed pores before 
make-up is applied. Tonics should 
be used by women with normal 
or dry skins, while astringents are 
the best bet for the oily-skinned 
person. 

Astringents, as the name sug- 
gests, have a tightening effect on 
the skin, this drying and tighten- 
ing effect causing large pores to 


contract, and assisting in refining 
the skin. Consistent use of an 
astringent—both before applying 
make-up and at bed-time, clears 
the skin of excess oil and assists 
the oil glands to function nor- 
‘mally. Remember, all astringents 
are drying, and.should therefore 
not be used on a dry, sensitive 
complexion. That’s the time for a 
facial tonic or freshener. 

I want to call your attention 
today to a refreshing, stimulating 
tonic which wakes the skin to 
brightness and clarity, at the same 
time removing excess cream. Pat 
it on your neck and face to bring 
up zestful circulation and youth- 
ful radiance. While helping to 
refine pores, it has no drying 
effect. 

For the oily complexion, let me 
recommend an astringent which 
applied with a pad of cotton 
squeezed out of cold water fol- 
lowing a cream cleansing, closes 
the pores, refines the skin texture, 
stimulates circulation and softens 
away tired lines.

Here is the kind of meal-plan-| 
ning that solved the Whiteman’ 
weight problem, and you may like 
to follow it for yourself or for your 
husband: 

A large cup of coffee before 
breakfast. 

Breakfast: A large 
grapefruit or other sweetened 
fruit; bread that has bé@en cut 
fairly thick and toasted in a slow 
oven for an hour, so that it has 
been dehydrated and is tasty with- 
out butter. This bread is used for 
all meals, but you may prefer 
melba toast. 

Luncheon: A large salad-of plain 
lettuce with French dressing, made 
with mineral oil and _ seasoned 
well; cottage cheese with chives, 
tomatoes, etc. There is usually tea 
or buttermilk. Mr. Whiteman 
drinks a lot of buttermilk and 
skimmed milk. 

Dinner: First a large salad, fre- 
quently made with romaine let- 
tuce and French dressing; meat, 
preferably broiled steak: two vege- 
tables, such as cauliflower, and 
beets cooked with the tops and 
served with a sour cream sauce, or 
similar vegetables; dessert of fruit 
jello or fruit ice, made with pure 
fruit juice. Fruit is the favorite 
dessert at the Whiteman house.
